To the PosT-DISPATCH correspondent one of 
the menin the machine shop, who holdsa 
pany position above his fellow workmen, said 
ast AY „On Saturday night the fron 
molders to the number of 200 made a demand on 
the firm for a restoration to their old rates of 
pay. The machinists had quite recently or- 
ganized and were backing the molders up in 
their demand. The reason why the men, who 
were employed on the machines did so was 
because they suffered reduction, which should 
not have been imposed. Two years ago last 
August they were cut 25 per cent an n 

August 25 per cent more on thelr wages. 
The work is done by the piece and the firm 
feel that they could safely cut us or reduce us, 
because we were not then organized. On 
Saturd the molders, who are all Knights 
of or, demanded a restoration 
of old prices with 15 per cent addi- 
tional raise. The demand was presented 
to the firm late in the afternoon, and the com- 
pany was told by the molders that there 
would be no strike nor was there a strike con- 
templated. As the molders desired not to 
push matters, they made up their minds to 
await a decision until a week from the date of 
the demand. Ever since the reduction, the 
men employed in the metal departments, 
which embraced the polishers and buffers, who 
have a union; the molders, who are backed 
by the Knights of Labor; the machinists, who 
have their own union, and the neral and 
special workmen, have been quietly project- 
ing an organization with the result of making 
themselves stronger. This, Iam compelled to 
believe, has been known to the bosses, and 
sooner than have a strike they have made the 
announcement that they were compelled to 
a ST ‘untill further notice,’ as they 
put it. 


„What wages did the men in the machine 
shop earn?’’ asked the reporter. 

Before the reduction we used to earn all 
the way from $12 to $i8a week. That was when 
we worked ten hoursaday. We demanded 
eight hours a day, and although we worked 
since for six days a week, our average, by 
prose work, would not comeup to our reduc- 

ion at eight ours and the w s now earned 
do not reach more than $8to$l0aweek. The 
iron workers in the machine shop felt this to 
be an injustice and were strengthening their 
union preparatory to demanding an increase 
ot wages when we heard of this thing. 
As for. myself and many of m 

fellow workmen, woe left the shop just before 
the bulletin was put up, dut we no sooner 
heard of it than we went right back and inves- 
tigated it and found out the truth for our- 
selves. We have our union now nearly per- 
fected, and mean to seek recognition by the 
Trades Assembly Wednesday night. To-mor- 
row night we hold a meeting and will see what 
can be done about the matter. On Thursday 
if it had not been for the shut.down the iron 
moulders would have held a meeting and 
would probably ordered a strike. But now 
we can only meet and discuss the situation.“ 


The Eight-Hour Movement. 

MILWAUKEE, WIS., April 20.—Some weeks 
ago a committee appointed by the workmen at 
the shops at the St. Paul Railway Company 
called upon General Manager Milier with a re- 
quest that the eight-hour system be estab- 
lished in the . the wages to remain as at 
present.

CurcaGo, April 20.—A shert time ago the 
contract for printing the City Department re- 
ports was let to Cameron, Amberg & Co., their 
bid being the lowest, Their printers, how- 
ever, are non-union men, and at the request 
of the Tradeand Labor Assembly, the Council 
directed the Comptroller to give the work to 
Jeffrey & Co., who have a union office, though 
their bia was $125 higher. Cameron, Amber 
& Co. thereupon applied for an injunction, 
which has now been issued, the Court saying 
that the Council had no right to disregard the 
city charter which reguires contracts to be 
awarded to the lowest bidder, the fact that the 
employes ofa firm are union or non-union 
men cutting no figure. 


Boycotters Indicted.

lost all his money and committed 
some crime; he did not state 
what that crime was; e had made 
several attempts at self-destruction. 
The most fixed and long-lasting delusion, 
which is common in cases of melancholia, is 
that he has no bowels. This delusion he has 
labored under longer than any other. He has 
voluntarily expressed this delusion, and asked 
to be taken to the Marine Hospital to have 
his bowels returned. Several days ago he had 
a delusion that the world was turned over,and 
he was endeavoring to ;ight it. He thought, 
too, that his wife and children had been 
burned and that I was living in his house. Last 
— Dr. Landon, his bdrother-in- 
law called and had a long consultation with 
him. Iasked him then if he had any bowels, 
and in the presence of his brother-in-law he 
said he had none. I was informed by the nurse 
when I called Sunday afternoon that a spasm 
which was then relaxing had been on since 5 
in the morning. WhenI saw him he was ly- 
ing rigidly with dilated eyeballs, grinding his 
teeth, and frothing. He recognized 
and soon the spasm 
passed off. I saw him yesterday 
and ail the delusions I have mentioned were 
present. Another delusion which I might add 
was that he had been given 1,000,000 benefits 
in heaven by the Pope and I had 
cheated him out of them, All my 
efforts to reason him out of these delusions 
were without success. In the last few da: 
ositive evidence of dementia has — 
would ask him a question, and be 
could complete the answer he would forget 
W ncerning it.’’ 

90 — * is the strength of his mind to perform 
work?’’ 

He is utterlyincapable. Since he has been 
in the hospital under my care I have had him 
watched. He is on the third floor, and 
frequentiy expresses a desire to be 
allowed to jump . off the lery. 
Several times he has asked me to kill him. 
He is never left alone, and has not been since 
he came back. Sometimes he resists the 
nurses who want him to dress or to give him 
food. He also objects to medicines.’ 

„What is his disease?“ 

‘*When he returned from Olney he was gut- 
fering from melancholia; now I would say he 
has dementia.’’ 

What are the probabilities in his case? 

In my opinion it is possible that he will 
recover, butI do not think it probable. Sev- 
eral months must elapse before he will be 
well, at any rate. He not capa- 
ble of managing his own rs, 
and if allowed to go unrestrained he would 
undoubtedly damage himself. Hehas another 
delusion that he has ‘destroyed the Hospital, 
and expresses surprise that I have reached his 
apartment. 

What will be the result of this trouble?“ 

It will eventually destroy his life. There 
has beena “— paralysis of the muscles of 
the throat. hen he is in a condi- 
tion which we call aphasia—he 80 
times forgets words; and, too, he has nearly 
lost his ability to write. There is another ev- 
idence of peralyete ta his inability to lift his 
right eyelid. 

‘When I was first calledin he was not in- 
sane but was suffering from overwork. 
There was some trouble with ane of the ar- 
teries of the brain due to an inflammatory con- 
dition. He was induced to go away because 
he was constantly dipping into business and 
retarding his recovery. 

‘*Since he has been at the Hospital he has 
been very much depressed. He said his wife 
was dead. I have told himI would drin 
his wife to him, but he would say I coul 
not—that she was not lying. He 
has seen his wife and children very infrequent- 
ly since he has been in the hospital, as the 

resence of those he knew before hie é6on- 
dition became unsettied would excite him. 
One time when I called he evidently wanted to 
tell me something, but found articulation ex- 
tremely difficult. Indeed, he could not sa 
anything. I lay down on an adjoining bed an 
pretended to be absorbed ina book. After 
some effort he managed to . ‘I have spent 
all of Lackland’s money.’ © wanted me to 
know this, andI think the sentence part of 
one of his delusions.’’

to public order. But after a long discus- 
sion of the matter, legislatures and courts 
have conceded that the essential dis- 
tinction between free labor and slave 
labor is involved in the right of 
wage-workers of any craft to organ- 
ize and act together for the protection 
or promotion of their own interests. But 
the right to combine is only an exercise of 
the individual’s right to surrender, for a 
time and for a purpose, to an organization 
of his fellows, the disposal of his labor. 
lf this surrender on his part be not volun- 
tary, he is not free, and it follows that 
any organization, which, by force or in- 
timidation tries to prevent non-members 
from freely disposing of their own labor 
and earning their own living, is not only 
doing a disorderly thing and retrenching 
the freedom of labor, butis assailing the 
most sacred and essential of personal 
rights. Theright to join an organization 
and to quit work at its command, rests 
entirely upon the right of the individual 
to join or not join, to work or quit work, 
as he chooses. The right to organize and 
act together for mutual protection must 
therefore be exercised with due and 
scrupulous regard for the rights of other 
workers who are not members, or 
the trade union becomes a seminary 
of disorder, a despotism which the 
laboring masses themselves will not 
submit to, which publio opinion cannot 
sanction and which the laws of a republic 
cannot tolerate. Not until labor organi- 
zations recognize this fact will they attain 
their fullest development, and when they 
do, they will be strong enough to accom- 
plish all their just and reasonable objects 
without resorting to expedients that are 
but confessions of weakness, and that 
always array against them the irresistible 
forces of the law and of public opinion. 


RAILROAD OOMMISSIONERS. 

If the House Committee on Pacific Rail- 
roads acts on the suggestion of its sub- 
committee and attempts to side-track the 
proposed investigation of the transactions 
and management of those roads by 
switching the investigation out of the 
hands of the House and into the hands of 
commissioners to be appointed by Secre- 
tary LaMaARk, the House cannot sit down 
too promptly or too heavily upon sucha 
movement.

railroad: commissioners appointed by 
Gov. CLEVELAND in New York have 
been as useless to the people and as sub- 
missive to railroad influence asif they had 
received their appointments and their sal- 
aries from Mr. VANDERBILT. At least 
eight out of ten State boards of railroad 
commissioners, elected by the people 
themselves, are as valueless to the public 
as so many ‘‘bumps on a log.“ They are 
generally nothing but exouses for legis- 
lative inaction—mere Quaker guns mount- 
ed to lull the people into a belief that 
there is some restraint upon violations of 
law by railroads, when thereis practically 
no restraint whatever, the boards as a 
general thing either conniving at such 
violations or being powerless to prevent 
them. 

This Pacific Railroad vestigation 
should be conducted by the men who have 
been elected by the people to attend to 
such matters. The members of the House 
who are urging and insisting on this in- 
vestigation, who can conduct it with all 
the power and authority of Congress to 
aid them, are certainly as worthy to be 
trusted in such & quest as any irresponsi- 
ble outsider whom a Secretary may wish to 
provide with a job. Farming the business 
of Congress to hired commissioners is sim- 
ply an evasion of responsibility, a shirking 
of duty. The Interior Department had au- 
thority to institute this investigation, and 
might have laid the required information 
before Congress long ago. But all reports 
from that quarter, untilrecently, have 
been nothing but large doses of soothing: 
syrup, a further prescription of whioh will 
only make more urgent the demand for a 
real Congressional investigation. Nothing 
else will satisfy the publio after so much 
has leaked out and so much more has 
been charged against the management of 
those roads. |

„A TEN-LINE statute forbidding the cap- 
italization of profits by corporations en- 
gaged as common carriers would be of 
greater advantage to the workingmen 
than a cord of arbitration bills,’’ says the 
Philadelphia Record. We will not deny 
that effective remedies might be embodied 
in very brief statutes; but neither con- 
stitutional provisions nor statutes forbid- 
ding stock-watering have prevented, 
either in Pennsylvania or in Missouri, the 
capitalization of both debts and profits. 
There are provisions that stock shall 
be issued only for money paid, labor 
done or property actually received; that 
all fictitious increase of stock shall 
be void, etc. But more thar half 
of all the gas stock, telegraph stock 
and railroad stock in the United States, 
or in any State of the Union, is pure 
water, and nobody attempts to squeeze out 
this water, or has any faith that it can 
be done with any legal squeezer yet de- 
vised. As for Federal laws on the subject, 
their value may be inferred from the un- 
challenged license with which the Pacific 
railroads violate or evade, not. only the 
common law, as administered by the 
United States courts, but the most posi- 
tive statutes of the United States. 
Whether the quasi-public corporations 
have not grown so powerful that no stat- 
ute can restrain them isa question to be 
determined by future tests of the police 
power. eae 

Wr the criminal folly of the Deputy 
Sheriffs in Bast St. Louis had brought the 
excitement to a climax and threatened 
the city with open war, the Knights of 
Labor averted such a calamity by their 
prompt and open interference in favor of 
peace and order. ‘The effect produced by 
their action was accepted by the public as 
a proof that the authority and official 
power of the organization were on 
the side of order and of law. With 
such a record, itis only proper that they 
should be expected to answer the com- 
plaints regarding threats and intimida- 
tion at Bast St. Louis by action equally 
prompt, vigorous and effective. The 
complaint has been publicly made by the 
railroad companies and the answer should 
be equally public.

THE HOME-RULE BILL. 


LIBERAIS PREDICT ITS PASSAGE BY ABOUT 


Dispatch. 

LONDON, April 20.—The members of Parilia- 
ment are rapidly leaving for their constituen- 
cles for the recess. There is a feeling of great 
anxiety on the test of feeling in the country 
on Gladstone's bills. It is impossible as yet 
to say what this will prove to be. Resolutions 
for and against it are coming in from 
all quarters. The debate on the second 
reading of the home rule bill is expected to 
last from May 10 to May 81, when a division 
will probably be reached. The general Liberal 
opinion forecasts its passage by about twenty 
votes, but any estimate is necessarily wild. 
On motion it will go in to the committee on 
the bill. There will be another 
debate, lasting a week, therefore, 
the consideration of the olauses can 
hardly be reached before the end of June. The 
meeting of the Birmingham caucus passed 
resolutions of confidence in both Gladstone 
and Chamberlain, and expressed the hope 
that the former would seea way to modify the 
bill in accordance with the wishes of the Rad- 
loals. As much as this was expressed in the 
memorial cabled on Saturday. It is rumored

. THERE IS A HITCH 

in the progress of the reconciliation between 
Gladstone and Ohamberilain. Greece is still 
monopolizing the attention of foreign politics. 
All the foreign correspondents again declare a 
crisis imminent. Turkey is resolved not to 
submit to the strain any longer. The garrison 
has left Athens. The Greek army, 
according to Greek sources, will be raised 
within three days to 115,000. There are ugly 
rumors that the Powers cannot agree. The 
best sources here indicate that the first hostile 
step will probably be the withdrawal by the 
Powers of the representative at Athens; the 
second step will be the blockade of the Greek 
littoral. In any case, a conflict seems certain.
